In this study, a monastery is viewed as a سن‎ 
spatial structure consisting of a distinct settlement 
and of the rural area constituting the TREE 
estate. The latter aspect has seldom been discussed 
in connection with either Roman Catholic western or 
Orthodox eastern monasteries. My intention is to 
determine the place of the monastery as a distinct 
unit in the medieval system of settlements and 
communications and to determine the origins ۵۶ its 


plan and its spatial iconography. 


The focus of this book is on monastery architec- 
ture. Separate chapters give a functional analysis 
of the space, types of buildings, monastery fortific- 
ations, problems of architectural articulation and the 
constructional and structural features of buildings. 
On the basis of surviving physical and written 
evidence, I attempt to recomstruct the original 
architectural forms as far as can be done W 
the limits posed by the evidence. Another distinctive 
feature of the present work is that ic 
attention has been paid to the monastery in 
ture, which along with other architectural e 
yields an understanding of the standard ۶ 
in these medieval settlements.

iS an important difference, however, as these were 
urban monasteries, while the Serbian monasteries 
were all built in rural areas. It is possible that 
town monasferies in Skopl je, Belgrade, or Smederevo 
were of a different design, but unfortunately, no 
material evidence survives. 

The basic feature of Serbian monasteries in the 
Middle Ages is its walled enclosure which under 
certain circumstances, at a time of danger in the 
late 14” and 15” centuries, developed into a fortress. 
Even then, not all monasteries became fortresses, 
the royal foundations at Ravanica and Resava con- 
stituting the obvious exceptions.

At Dečani, at Banjska and at the 
Holy Archangels the difference in the treatment 
of the refectory facades and those of the church is 
even more drastic. While the churches in these two 
Cases are faced with the finest marbles, the re- 
fectory was built of brick and roughly hewn stone, 
probably plastered. Unfortunately, in most cases the 
portal, window frames and partition walls of the 
refectories have not survived. We can only surmise, 
on the basis of a few surviving examples, that their 
design might have resembled those found on 
churches. These observations suggest that the re- 
fectory was the most important building in the 
monastery after the church. Its exterior was given 
simpler treatment, though secondary elements of 
its architecture could be stylistically related to the

Serbian monastery kitchens generally had a 
rectangular or trapezoidal plan, with the hearth 
located in a corner, or adjoining one of the walls 
The smoke rose through a special structure above 
the hearth while the rest of the room had a wooden 
ceiling construction. Kitchens designed like that 
on Mt. Athos were found in Serbia only in the 
postmedieval period and later in the 19“ century.

The interior of the ground floor coul 
be divided by walls into smaller rooms int 
for daily work and storage. Occasionally 
chambers could be exceptionally large and lon 
with columns placed longitudinally throu h

staircases were emplyed generally on the outside 
of buildings, and were covered, so that porches 
became standard features of their architecture. Th 
existence of porches also prevented direct a 
from the storage rooms and workshops on

centuries, while both arched and segmented open- 
ings seem to have been common in the 15” century. 
Furthermore, the flat lintel design with variations 
was certainly typical throughout the entire medieval 
period. Not a single medieval leaf of the original 
wooden doors from monastery building gates has 
survived. The wooden doors preserved on a few 
churches date largely from the 15" and 16" cen- 
turies.

The reasons for 
the small size of windows should probably be 
sought, above all, in the harsh climate prevailent 
in these regions. The necessity for conserving heat 
as well as the expense of glass — generally con- 
sidered a luxury at the time — must have con- 
tributed to the small size of openings. Furthermore, 
it appears that the medieval monk’s needs for light 
were considerably smaller than what would be 
considered normal today. In any case, days were 
spent working outside, and buildings were used 
simply as shelter for people and their possessions. 
This attitude had its effect on the articulation of 
basic forms, largely deprived of any decorative 
elaborations. Architecture of the monasteries was 
introverted, focused solely on the monastery church, 
as can be seen in the design of its facade, i.e. the 
one facing the courtyard. It is not yet known

A characteristic of architectural design was the 
choice of a system of measurements according to 
which the buildings were erected. The measuring 
and design of religious buildings have often been 
the subject of study, particularly the proportional 
aspects of design. These include the familiar me- 
ihods of quadrature and triangulation, which were مه‎ 
employed in medieval Serbian churches. The units 
of measure used in the design and construction code 
were based on the common medieval mesauring š 
units of the foot and the ell. Studies of these 
measures on various medieval churches in Serbia
